Steamer Walla Walla Sunk in Col-; 


lision With French Vessel. 
: 


IWANY KILLED IN THE 
CRA9H ! 


French Ship Disappeared in Dark- 


ness and Offered No Ascifttane*. 
Passengers Went Asleep When tht 
Accident Occurred. 
43aa Francisco, Jan. 4 — The collision 
tt "sea early on Thursday morning be- 
tween the steamship Walia Walla and 
th« French bark Max. resulted in 
the sinking of the steamship and the 
probable loss of 42 lives. 
The 


"Walla Walla, owned by the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company, soiled from 
j£«a Francisco January 1 for Puget 
Sound ports. 
She carried 36 first 


<ciass passengers, 2$ second class and 
a crew of £0 men. When off Cape 
JMendocino, on the California coast, 
At 4.10 o'clock Thursday morning, the 
'bark loomed up in the haze and crashed 
ilnto the Walla Walla's bow. Then 
-the sailing vessel slid off into the 
^darkness and was seen no more. All 
the passengers and crew of the Walla 


. "Walla, except the few on watch, were 


asleep, but were aroused by the crash. 
The steerage quarters were in the 
bow, and it i* believed that some of 
the steerage passengers and crew 
-were crushed to death. A big hole 
•was made in the steamer's bow, and 
*he sank in 35 minutes. The officers 
and crew maintained strict discipline, 
and boats and life rafts were low- 
ered. A choppy sea was running, and 
the small boats could not make a land- 
ing on the shore, a few miles distant. 
They drifted about all day, and finally 
€5 people 
were picked 
up by the 


steamer Dispatch, which took them. to 
Eureka, 
Another boat, under com- 


inand of Engineer Brown, and con- 
taining 13 passengers, attempted to 
land at Trinidad, and was swamped, 
John Wilkinson, quartermaster; Wil- 
liam Martel, fireman; L. Drube, a pas- 
senger, and three unknown men were 
drowned. 


Word has beea. received from Trin- 


idad of a boat which put in there. 
Tke survivors had a terrible expert- 
ence, and only five or six are left out 
•of a boatload. 
The dispatch states 


that 13 were lost The hoat was cap- 
sized several times in rough weather 
Thursday morning, and each time sev- 
«ral persons lost their lives. A citi- 
zens' committee has arranged for a 
patrol system covering 45 miles of the 
coast, both north and south of Eureka, 
30 that should any survivirs come 
-ashore they will be taken care of. 


Captain Johnson, of the steamer 


Dispatch, was loud in his praise of 
the bravery displayed by women whom 
he rescued, two in particular to whom 
Tie gives much credit for the calmness 
they displayed. According to Captain 
Johnson, the women were far more 
nervy than ths men and gave valu- 
able assistance In caring for the sur- 
Tlvors, as each succeeding raft was 
picked up. In most instances it was 
•with great difficulty that the survivors 
were got aboard, owing to the heavy 
s«a running. 


The captain and the crew of the 


Dispatch gave every attention to the 
wants o* the passengers. In many in- 
stances their wardrobes were entirely 
depleted. While many of the passen- 
gers had ample time to robe them- 
selves after the alarm had been given 
many failed to do so, and as a result 
not a few were thinly clad, while those 
more fortunate were drenched to the 
skin and suffered equally with the 
others. 


Captain's Account of Disaster. 


Eureka. Cal., Jan. 4. — Captain A. L. 


Hall, master of the wrecked steam- 
ship, says: 


"Abont 4,10 a. m. I was suddenly 


awakened by an awful crash on the 
port side, well forward. The housing, 
especially in the vicinity of my cabin, 
was badly shattered, the main force 
of the collision striking her just for- 
ward of my stateroom. 
After the 


crash the vessel, which I think was a 
French bark, judging from the lan- 
guage used by h«r sailors, rebounded 
and groped alongside. I called to her 
to stand by. She drifted away and 
was lost to riew. The vessel began 
to fill inimediately and she sank in 35 
minutes. 


"There ws» no confusion on board. 


The officer* and crew kept the passen- 
gers from becoming panic-stricken. 
The crew was immediately ordered to 
man the lifeboats and rafts, and aa 
effort was made to save the baggage. 
This v^as given up,, however, the ves- 
sel filling at such an alarming rate 
that no thought was given hut for the 
safety of the passengers. I gaYe or-

In a 
few moments all the lifeboats aad 
rafts were out, with the exception of 
two, which were slashed.

Very dark at the time, aad the uncer- 
tain light interfered to a great ex- 
tent with the rescue of the pssse:!- 
gers. I rfeniaIce-1 oa bcerd, aes'sting 
them in ev«-rv way possible, s went 
down with rhe ship. Alter I had L^?a 
down, I don't kaow how long, the so- 
cial hall dsck broke off and I floated 
to the surface v.'ith it. Sighting a lite 
raft, I commenced swimming, ai^d suc- 
ceeded in reaching it after a bard 
struggle. an-I was puLed on board by 
thfc three occupants.

The dead man was an employe of 


P. McManus, the contractor, who had 
charge of considerable 
excavation 


work for the raliroad at that point. 
Mullen was in. the act of thawing out 
the dynamite over a store in the 
shanty when the explosion occured, 
Instantly killing him. Not a part of 
his body larger than six inches was 
found after the explosion. 
He was 


simply disintegrated. Part of one of 
hie legs was found 200 feet away in 
a freight car standing on a siding. 
Later, after diligent search, a portion 
of his scalp and skull was picked up 
on tbe railrp-ifl tracks, an ft tnat was 
all. The fragments were heaped on a 
stretcher and carried 
off 
to 
the 


morgue. 


For a mile around the explosion 


was distinctly heard and caused the 
greatest excitement. Tha residents of 
the houses nearby were thrown into 
the wildest sort of panic. 
Women, 


with bloody faces and hands, ran 
screaming into ths street, and half- 
stunned men hurried after them try- 
ing to help them.

and porches were covered with broken 
glass, fences had been blown down, 
while 
raany doors 
sagged on one 


hinge or lay fiat 
where they had 


fallen. 


Entombed Men Are Surrounded By a 


Large Mass of 
Dirt and Broken 


Timber—Accident Happened Whilt 
Most of Men Were at Dinner. 
Negaunee, Mich., Jan. S.—From 13 


to 17 miners are thought to have lost 
their lives as the result of a cave-in 
at the bottom of the old shaft at the 
Negannee mine yesterday. The names 
of the df»ati so far as known are: Wil- 
liam Williams, married; John Sulli- 
van, eingie; John Pascce, single; John 
Pearce. 
mairied; 
Jacob 
Hualalla. 


married. 


From the condition of the shaft it 


would seem that the men are surround- 
ed by a large mass of dirt and broken 
timber. The lower portion of the shaft 
is so badly twisted that the cage will 
not operate within 100 feet of where 
the men are entombed. A rescuing par- 
ty of about 15 of the most skillful min- 
ers at the mine was organized imme- 
diately. Thirty men were working on 
the level daring the morning, bat the 
majority of them went to the surface to 
eat their dinners, those later caught 
under the debris having taken their 
lunch with them. A dull roar and a 
sound of crashing timbers gave to the 
men on the surface the first indication 
of tne disaster being enacted nearly 500 
feet underground. 


Cries for help were heard at the low- 


est point reached, and the removal of 
the timbers which, blocked the way 
found a man who shortly before the- 
cave-in had started for the surface. He 
was uainjared, but was drenched to 
the skin and suffering greatly with 
cold. The maa could throw no light 
on the fate of his companions. The 
steam pipes leading to the underground 
pumps were so damaged that it would 
be impossible to operate the pumps 
even if they could be reache... and wa- 
ter gathered rapidly In the si .'it.

FISHING STEAMER MiSSifiG 


It Is Feared the Sparta Kas Gone Down 


With All Hands. 


Atlantic

families of Captain J. Albert Sooy 
and the crew of the fishing steamer 
Sparta, who left here on Thursday 
morning, last night declared that they 
have lost all hope of ever hearing 
from their missing ones. 
Every ef- 


fort was made by searching parties by 
telegraph and telephone, but no news 
of the whereabouts of the 
missing 


vessel or men can be obtained. The 
steamer Sparta was known to be in a 
damaged condition off this city on 
Thursday, and it is now feared that 
she has gone down with all hands on 
board. The last report gives those in 
the crew as John Hackett, Edward 
Breckett, Wilson Brown, John Stew- 
art, Theodore Vansant and Engineer 
Cummings. Searching parties are still 
at work, but only in the vain hope that 
the vessel may have been driven or 
drifted ashore along the coast at some 
isolated point. 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY IN CAMDE.N 
Father and Son Found Shot to Death 


in Yard of Their Home. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 8.—The bodies of 


Joseph Caslcey, Sr., aged 60 years, 
and Joseph Caskey, Jr., aged 30, were 
found last night in the yard of their 
home near their stable at Ninth and 
Walnut streets, Cainden, N. J. The 
bodies were about five feet apart. The 
young man had been shot in the right 
temple and the elder had received a 
fatal bullet In his mouth. A revolver 
was found by the side of the elder 
man. There were no witnesses to the 
shooting, neither cad the shots been 
heard by other members of the fam- 
ily or neighbors.. The generally ac- 
cepted theory of the tragedy is that 
the father shot the son and then plac- 
ing the revolver in his mouth ended 
his life.

ter so. Select a size which fits snug- 
17—neither too tight nor too loose—

of extreme sliaboiuess.

^rithoiit too much effort it Is a good 
indication of correct size. 


Tiio glove should be carefully tried 


en. Too ranch patisnce cannot be ex- 
pended in this process. Many a. good 
glove has been ru-acd by being too 
hurriedly tried on. 


If you do not care to send your 


gloves to tise cleaner, buy ten cents" 
T/orth cf naphtiia—this quantity is 
sufficient for six pairs of gloves—pour 
the same into a hand bowl and wash 
Ice gloves as you would a small tidy 
cr handkerchief, rubbing the soiled 
parts well. Tv'i-oa washed, wring 
iLern out thoroughly, blow iato them 
cutll they Iiave assumed as nearly as 
possible their proper shape, then hang 
them in the sun until well dried. 


In, repairing gloves when ihe seams 


give way use cotton, as silk is more 
likely to cut tlie kid. In ease of a split 
work the ragged cages with button- 
hole stitch, then seir tha looped edges 
together. But this advice may rover
